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ANNOUNCEMENT CONCERNING THE 


SUMMER SESSION a : 
The NATIONAL CONFERENCE OF COLLEGE AND UNT- 
VERSITY PRESIDENTS ON HIGHER EDUCATION AND THE 
WAR, which met in Baltimore, January 3-4, 1942, pledged to the Presi- 
dent of the United States the total strength of the colleges and univer-_ 
sities, and adopted certain resolutions and recommendations looking to — 
the fulfillment of this pledge. | 


Among other things, an “ACCELERATION OF EDUCATION- 
AL PROGRAMS” was recommended as follows: 


Recognizing the increasing demand for men and women 
trained in technical skills and in professions essential to total 
war and the consequent need for preparing them for such ser- 
vice at the earliest possible time, and further recognizing that 
basic education should be completed prior to induction through 
Selective Service at the age of 20, we recommend that: 


All institutions of higher learning give immediate con- 
sideration to wavs and means for accelerating the progress of 
students through such extension of the annual period of in- 
struction and_such adjustments of curricula as may be consist- 
ent with national needs and with educational standards, and as 
may be possible with available resources. 


Stetson University joins the representatives of the colleges and © 
universities of the Baltimore Conference in pledging itself to help serve 
the national interest with its total resources and strength. To this end 
the Summer Session has been planned as an extension of the annual 
period of instruction from two to three full semesters of work. This will 
make it possible for students to complete a full college course in two 
and two-thirds years instead of the conventional four vears. Superior 
students may finish in even less time. Thus high school students gradu- 
ating this Spring (1942) may finish college before reaching draft age, — 
and with this preparation completed they can better serve their country i 
when called. Others, also, who wish to complete college training early . 
may do so by this plan.

GENERAL INFORMATION

As announced on the inside front cover of this bulletin, Stetson 
University is initiating an accelerated program for the period of the 
national emergency beginning this summer. The summer session is 
really a third semester of work. By attending the entire summer session, 
a student may complete from twelve to eighteen hours of course credit. 


THE SUMMER SESSION PROGRAM 


During the summer of 1942 courses in the College of Liberal Arts 
and the School of Business will be offered for two terms: June 12-July 
22 and July 23-August 29. Classes will meet five time a week and 
carry three semester hours’ credit; two courses (six hours’ credit) are 
ordinarily all that a student will be allcwed to carry. A student who 
has made no grade below B during the preceding term of college work 
and who has the approval of the Dean of the University may take as 
much as nine heurs of work. No graduate student will be allowed to 
take more than six hours a term for graduate credit. 


ADMISSION 


Persons who are planning to enter Stetson for the first time this 
summer, including those coming from other institutions, should send 
in a transcript of their credits to the Registrar as soon as possible. 


REGISTRATION 


All students who plan, to attend the Summer Session should, if 
possible, register on the days scheduled for that purpose. There will be 
a fee of $2.50 for late registration. No ene can register for credit after 
the dates stipulated for registration in the Summer Session Calendar. 
Registration will take place in the University Library. Registration for 
the first term will be held Friday, June 12, 9:00-12:00 m. and 1:30- 
5:00 p. m.; registration for the second term will be held Thursday, 
July 23, 9:00-12:00 m. and 1:30-5:00 p. m. 

If a student desires to change his program of studies after the 
time set aside for registration, he must secure the approval of the Dean 
and pay a fee of one dollar. 


8 GENERAL INFORMATION 
EXPENSES 


There is a matriculation fee of $5.00, to be charged only to 
students who have not previously registered. Tuition is $5.00 for 
each semester hour of credit in the College of Liberal Arts and in the 
School of Business. The expenses of the College of Law are listed in 
a special bulletin. Tuition for regular classes in the School of Music 
is $8.00 per semester hour. A library fee of $2.50 will be charged 
all students registered in the Summer Sessicn. There is a laboratory 
fee of $7.50 for each six weeks’ term of laboratory science. For 
students in Secretarial Science who use a typewriter there is a fee of 
$5.00. In Public School Art there will be a special fee of $1.50 for 
materials in each of the two divisions of the course. Room rent in 
Chaudoin Hall will be $4 :00 a week; room rent in Conrad Flall will be 
$3.00 a week. No scholarships will be available to anyone for the Sum- 
mer Session. 


ROOMING FACILITIES 


Rooming facilities for students will be provided in the University 
dormitories. A deposit of $5.00 is required to reserve a room. Students 
who live in the dormitories will need sheets (single), towels, pillowcases, 
and any articles with which they may wish to make their rooms at- 
tractive. There will be an infirmary fee of $1.00 for all students living 
in the dormitories, 


DEGREE REQUIREMENTS 


Students taking work toward college degrees should familiarize 
themselves with the degree requirements of the University. A copy of 
the University catalogue will be sent on request. Students with two or 
more years of college credit should have degree sheets checked by the 
Registrar before the beginning of the term. ~ 


For information concerning grades, examinations, and degree 
requirements see the general catalogue. 


Courses of Instruction 


Classes will be held five days a week — Monday through 
Friday. The class periods will be one hour and twenty minutes in 
length, and all classes will be held in the morning. There will be four 
class periods as follows: (1) 7:30-8:50; (2) 8:55-10:15; (3) 10:20- 
11:40; (4) 11:45-1:00. A limited number of courses have been 
announced. and scheduled, but the University will endeavor to arrange 
for any courses for which there is a sufficient demand. For a descrip- 
tion of the courses listed here, see the general catalogue. 


Courses numbered odd numbers will be offered during the first 
term. and those with even numbers, during the second term. Courses in 
the 100 and 200 series are in the main open only to freshmen and 
sophomores ; courses in the 300 and 400 series are in the main open only 
to juniors and seniors.
